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If you plan to personally attend the sale, then, for example, if you want an 1893-CC dollar and miss 
out on Lot 2338 you ean keep your hand in the air and perhaps get Lot 2339, 2340, or perhaps 2346— or 
whatever. However, when you bid by mail, if you submit bids on a half dozen or a dozen different lots 
eontaining 1893-CC dollars you have a problem. You might just want one eoin and wouldn’t know what 
to do if our invoice arrives in the mail notifying you that you are now the proud owner of four or five of 
them! Conversely, you don’t want to bid so conservatively that you get none at all! What to do? Bob 
Korver, manager of our Auction Department, solves the problem neatly and also answers ‘‘all you wanted 
to know about bidding by mail, but didn’t know who to ask.” His article. How You Can Rid Successfully 
by Mail, appears beginning on page 169 of this catalogue. Even old-timers in the auction field will learn a 
few things. 1 know 1 did when 1 first read it. 

So, then, with the Fairfield Collection catalogue we have a panorama of quality plus quantity, two 
ingredients that combine to malce this one of the most memorable and most remarkable publications in 
the field of numismatics. There are many highlights: 

Thursday evening, October 6th, sets the stage for the First Session of the sale. Starting things out is 
one of the most illustrious offerings of pattern coins ever presented. The 1866 Lincoln nickel, a coin so 
rare that most “name” collections lack even a single example, is represented by two coins— one in nickel 
and one in copper. Then comes the intriguing Blind Man's Nickel of 1882, a piece of which just two were 
struck! You’ve heard of the 1913 Liberty head nickel. Well, how about an 1882 Liberty nickel? See Lot 
14! Silver dollar patterns are unbelievable and contain all of the “rarest of the rare,” the “most desired of 
the desirable” issues: the 1836 Gobrecht with name below base, the 1872 Amazonian, the 1879 
Schoolgirl, and the 1882 Shield Earring for starters! The ultra-rare pattern dollars of 1876 are 
represented by not one but four different specimens! Suffice it to say, if you’re a silver dollar specialist 
or a pattern specialist we think you’ll never in your lifetime see an equal offering. Here is an offering 
which will be remembered a hundred years from now. 

What is the most desirable United States coin? That question was asked a few years ago by Ray 
Merena, who was doing an article for Coin World. Independently, and without knowledge of the other’s 
answer, Jim Ruddy and 1 each nominated the 1877 $50 gold piece. Well, 1877 $50 pieces struck in gold 
are unavailable, the only two specimens being a permanent part of our national heritage in the 
Smithsonian Institution. A few, very few, copper impressions are available. One of these, a Gem Proof, 
appears as Lot 124. 

Then the First Session continues with a serial listing of coins in other series: a number of colonial 
coins, some scarce, some common; half cents, including the rare 1796; and large cents from 1793 
through the 1850s. Then come three specimens of the famous 1856 flying eagle cent, a nice array of 
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Indian cents, and a few Lincoln cents. Two-cent pieces, three-cent pieces, and nickels are likewise of 
interest. 

United States silver issues include many desirable half dimes. Our offering is quite cosmopolitan and 
will have, we hope, wide appeal. Lot 346, for example, contains two inexpensive worn half dimes of 
1842 and 1856-0. Coming close on the heels of this low-value lot is an 1855 Proof half dime (Lot 349) 
worth several thousand dollars. Literally, there’s something for everyone; for every taste, for every 
budget. Dimes include many excellent Liberty seated and Mercury pieces and even a few Roosevelts. 
Quarters are sprinkled throughout with a mixture of inexpensive and expensive coins, among the latter 
being some especially nice type set candidates. Half dollars are likewise varied. Really remarkable is Lot 
552. (You’ll have to look on page 49 to see what it is.) 

Year in and year out commemorative coins have been collectors’ favorites. The Guide Book of U.S. 
Coins notes that “no nation has surpassed our own country when it comes to commemorative coins, and 
in this we have reason to be proud.” If commemoratives are your forte, you’ll have a field day beginning 
with Lot 581. Thus concludes the First Session. 

Friday afternoon, October 7th, is the time the Second Session starts. Jack Collins, a serious student of 
United States large cents for nearly twenty years, assembled a very extensive specialized group of 
that series. From the first year of issue, 1793, to the last, 1857, you’ll find scarce large cents, common 
ones, expensive ones, and cheap ones. There’s something to excite the imagination of the advanced 
specialist while, at the same time, there are many coins which will appeal to the beginner. This section 
begins with Lot 681. Have fun! 

Silver dollars provide an encore for the Second Session. Midway through Friday afternoon the silver 
dollar action begins. Over the years we have had the privilege of cataloguing many fine collections of 
dollars, but none has surpassed this one. The emphasis is on quality. The owner of the Fairfield 
Collection, one of America’s most prominent businessmen, demanded and paid for the best. Among early 
pre-1804 dollars there are many top-condition pieces, including beautiful Uncirculated examples. Then 
come Gobrecht dollars of 1836, 1838, and 1839. 

If I hadn’t seen them with my own eyes I would not have believed the Liberty seated dollars in this 
sale. They are incredible, astounding, awesome. When is the last time you had the chance to bid on a 
Proof 1840? 1842? 1844? And so on and on. The line-up is dazzling! You know that 1850 is a rare date, 
especially in high grade. Well, how about a Proof? See Lot 1063! Or, if you’re diffident about a Proof, 
then how about an Uncirculated example? See Lot 1064! You know that 1851 is one of the rarest of all 
silver dollars, and that only rarely will a collection, even a great collection, have one. The Fairfield 
Collection has two! An original and a restrike. Same goes for 1852! Just 12 Proof dollars of 1853 were 
struck, and only 7 to 9 are known today. None could be nicer than our Lot 1070. The other Liberty 
seated dollars are amazing. Simply amazing. You’ll find twos and threes offered of coins of which you 
never thought you would see even one! We could go on and on, but turn to pages 76 through 91 and see 
for yourself! Sixteen pages devoted to Liberty seated dollars. As I said, amazing! 

Morgan dollars are near the top of the American numismatic popularity parade. The Fairfield 
Collection offers you the chance to bid on superb Uncirculated 1892-S and 1893-S dollars, a cameo 
Proof 1895, and, probably more important to our average potential bidder, dozens and dozens of select 
lower-priced issues. Likewise, Peace dollars abound. 

It is difficult to predict the future. Here at Bowers and Ruddy Galleries we don’t know what will be 
the exciting items a year or two from now. Likewise, with your own collecting objectives I imagine that 
you’ll have some new ideas a year or two from now. This is the natural process of improvement and 
evolution. While it may be presumptuous to plan your future, let me at least malce a suggestion: if you 
even remotely contemplate collecting silver dollars, give the matter some serious consideration right now. 
There has never been anything like the Fairfield Collection of silver dollars— regular issues and 
patterns— and it is extremely unlikely that there will ever be anything of this scope offered again. Those 
in the field of collecting antiques can wistfully contemplate the auction held nearly two centuries ago 
when the splendor of Versailles was dispersed piece by piece as the furnishings were auctioned, many 
pieces going to adorn other castles. Philatelists who have recently joined the ranks can only wish that 
they were able to bid on the Josiah K. Lilly Collection and its awesome contents— now long since 
dispersed to hundreds of different owners. Collectors of Americana today wish they were able to attend 
the Thomas Streeter Sale. Of course, it is interesting to look through the six blue-bound volumes of the 
Streeter Sale on one’s bookshelf and to read all of the descriptions, but what collector wouldn’t trade all 
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of these pages for the opportunity to turn back the calendar a few years and spend an hour or two at the 
sale itself? 

Likewise, in numismatics we have the treasures of the William Forrester Dunham Collection auctioned 
in 1941 and the F.C.C. Boyd Collection (sold as the “World’s Greatest Collection”) which went under 
the hammer in 1944-1945. These collections will never be equalled. The Fairfield Collection is today. 
Perhaps one hundred years from now some future cataloguer will write of the seemingly endless series of 
Proof Liberty seated dollars, the splendid Amazonian, Schoolgirl, Shield Earring, and other patterns, and 
the other Fairfield Collection coins. He will read these very lines and will wonder how many people 
accepted the invitation to participate in the bidding. He will look at the situation logically and will 
wonder why every one of the readers of Coin World sind Numismatic News, each of the members of the 
American Numismatic Association, and anyone else even slightly interested in coins wasn’t herel Human 
nature being what it is, things are usually more desirable when they aren’t available. It takes thinking 
here and now to make purchase decisions when there is an actual buying opportunity. Despite our 
encouragement there will be hundreds of our clients, perhaps even yourself, who will not bid. “What if I 
don’t get anything?” “With all of the interest in the sale, what would my chances be?” You may ask 
yourself these questions. One thing is sure: if you don’t bid, you certainly won’t own even a single 
Fairfield Collection coin. On the other hand, if you do bid, there is a chance that you still won’t own 
one, but, based upon our experience, if you submit reasonable (not record high prices, but simply 
reasonable prices) bids on, say, 50 coins, you’ll wind up owning 10 to 20 of them. Let me cite an 
experience from my own life. I am a collector of antique music boxes and orchestrions (automatic 
self-playing orchestras). A few years ago in Houston, Texas, certain orchestrions and music boxes 
belonging to Judge Roy Hofheinz and the Astrodome were being sold at auction. There was a particular 
instrument, a prize item, which I wanted but which I felt there was no use bidding on. I would have been 
willing to pay $30,000, but with all of the publicity about the sale I figured I wouldn’t stand a chance. 
After all, people would be coming from near and far. The instrument, a Wurlitzer PianOrchestra, was the 
only one of its kind. I could just envision reading a report of the sale and learning that it brought 
$50,000 or more. I almost didn’t bid. Then, as the sale approached I thought about it. “If I don’t bid, I 
won’t get the PianOrchestra. If I do bid, I probably won’t get it either, but then I might.” I did bid. And, 
I bought the orchestrion for the amazing bargain price of $14,000! I’ve never forgotten that experience. I 
would 4iave kicked myself all the way from Los Angeles to Houston and back if I had not bid and had 
read later that someone else owned it for less than half the price I was willing to pay! 

And, yet, the same thing happens at coin sales. Each time we issue a prices realized list there are 
buyers who say “I would have paid more than that.” But, by that time it’s too late. The point of all this 
is that opportunity knocks but once, and the time to buy is when you have the opportunity. Don’t say 
“I wish I had bid in the Fairfield Collection.” Instead, say ^‘I am glad I bid and am proud of my 
purchases.” Enough said! 

Friday evening, October 7th, will see the beginning of the Third Session. First up for bidding are trade 
dollars. Here, again, quality and quantity combine. There are many delectable Uncirculated and Proof 
pieces, including, amazingly enough, two Uncirculated I878-CC pieces and five-count them-five Proof 
1879s! 

The Fairfield Collection of quarter eagles contains just about every known major variety from 1796 to 
1929, the entire span of the series. The offering begins on page 105. The early years from 1796 to 1834 
are absolutely complete and contain all of the “rarest of the rare” issues in high grades. A more splendid 
offering couldn’t be dreamed of! It is safe to say that the equals of many of these will not reappear on 
the market within your lifetime. Later quarter eagles are no less illustrious. The 1841, affectionately 
called the Little Princess by cataloguers over the years, is there in all her splendor. Charlotte and 
Dahlonega coins are there, often in grades that you may have read about but have never seen. The 1848 
CAL. has our vote for being one of the most romantic coins in American numismatic history. Read about 
Lot 1514 on page 115 and see if you agree! Then there is the 1854-S, a formidable coin. Proofs? Yes! 
Beginning with 1860 and continuing for many of the years afterward. A veritable galaxy of stars, with 
Polaris being represented by Lot 1615, a cameo 1875, a coin of which just 20 were struck. Bringing 
down the curtain in the quarter eagle series is Lot 1688, a Choice Brilliant Uncirculated 1929, the last 
date of issue. To put things in their proper perspective— I’ve been concentrating on rarities in the quarter 
eagle series— let me say that the 1929 is one of many, many quarter eagles in the sale which are not 
expensive; this coin will probably bring $175 to $200 or so. 
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Then come $3 gold pieces. You’ll see a wide seleetion, highlighted by two specimens of the rare 
1854-D, an 1876, and other elusive pieces. Next in the parade is a nice 1879 $4 gold stella, always a 
favorite. Then comes a string of half eagles, with emphasis on scarce and rare issues. 1795, 1796, 1797, 
1798— all the early years are there. Again, quality is the watchword, and even among rarities of the ’teens 
and ’twenties you’ll find high-grade coins. Later comes a smattering of Dahlonega Mint rarities and a 
number of Proofs. 

$10 gold eagles comprise mostly scarcities and rarities. Here the selection is not balanced— almost 
like having an art collection with nothing in it but lots of Rembrandts! Have you ever seen a Choice 
Brilliant Uncirculated 1795? The answer will be “yes” if you attend the Fairfield Collection sale. Ditto 
for choice examples of other early dates, including a remarkable 1804. Among later coins you’ll be able 
to bid on are 1858,1869-S, 1876, 1877, 1879-0, 1883-0, quite a few Proofs of various dates, and 1920-S 
and 1930-S. Double eagles include a selection of popular type set coins, some scarce dates, and a pair of 
MCMVll High Relief 1907 issues. Then, rounding out the Third Session, is a serial listing of coins from 
colonials through three-cent pieces, a potpourri of grades and values, something for everyone. 

Saturday afternoon, October 8th, is the forum for the Fourth Session, the last session of the sale. This 
offering is a collectors' session, so varied are the coins. Shield nickels, half dimes, dimes, and quarters are 
an interesting mixture of Uncirculated and Proof grades with some lower conditions as well. The half 
dollars in the Fourth Session begin with a nice 1794, the first year of issue, and comprise many scarcities 
as well as popular issues. Silver dollars include a nice mixture of quality and quantity. Here, again, you 
have a selection in depth of certain issues, the popular 1885-CC beginning with Lot 2276 being an 
example. For lovers of the superlative. Lot 2352 should lift an eyebrow. Gold coins include popular 
type-set coins as well as some scarce dates. An 1859-0 $20 in high condition will attract the specialist, as 
will an unusually fine 1893-CC of the same denomination. Then come two MCMVll High Relief 1907 
pieces. Small-denomination California gold, some nice commemoratives, and then a potpourri of 
miscellany round out the Fairfield Collection sale. The bidder with diversified tastes will have a good 
time during the Fourth Session, for there are many, many different things to choose from— and, as 
always, there is the attraction of some really good buys! 

This magnificent sale will be held at the Holiday Inn in Hollywood (Los Angeles). 1 invite you to 
attend in person. Our staff is ready to help you with reservations or in any way that we can. 

Bidding by mail is also a convenient way to participate. In fact, most of our clients bid this way. With 
this catalogue you’ll find a bid sheet and an envelope-mailer for your use in this regard. If you bid by 
mail we will act as your agent and will represent your interest. If you have any question concerning 
bidding, concerning the description or details of any item, or any other aspect I invite you to telephone 
or write Bob Korver (manager), Phil Starr, or Marti Day of our Auction Department. Want price 
estimates or bidding suggestions? Ask them about this, too. We’re all here to help you. 

Don’t forget to read Bob Korver’s How You Can Bid Successfully by Mail article which begins on page 
169. It’s sure to give you some ideas. If a coin seems interesting or desirable to you, bid on it! 

The Fairfield Collection sale is about to begin. I invite you to submit your bids— either in person or by 
mail. As I have said, perhaps too many times (but, then, this is a sale of superlatives!), there are many 
bidding opportunities which will not recur for a long time, if ever. Each and every one of the thirty-five 
people on the staff of Bowers and Ruddy Galleries thanks you for your interest and participation. We all 
will await your bid sheet or in-person attendance. One of the greatest numismatic experiences of all time 
is ab^ut to begin. Come, share it with us. Good luck to you, and thanks again.

Pattern Coins 



The Fairfield Collection Sale commences with one of the 
choicest groupings of pattern coins it has been our privilege to 
offer at auction. Emphasis is on pieces of the dollar 
denomination, although there are illustrious gold patterns and 
other issues as well. 

The pattern specialist will find that this sale includes the 
‘Surest of the rare.'' A pantheon of dollar patterns would 
include as its finest exhibits the 1836 Gobrecht with name 
below base, the 1872 Amazonian, the 1879 Schoolgirl, and the 
1882 Shield Earring. They are all in this sale, as are many 
other scarcities and rarities. 

Pattern coins are one of the most fascinating series in 
American numismatics. Attributions in the folloiving listing 
are to “U.S. Patterns," by Dr. J. Heivitt Judd. Patterns tell 
“what might have been" but wasn't in United States coins. 
Brilliant ideas, impractical ideas, trial strikings in unusual 
metals, superb artistry . . . these and many other facets are 
there for the pattern specialist. And, believe it or not, although 
nearly all patterns are of extreme rarity, prices are usually 
substantially less than one would pay for regular issue coins of 
comparable scarcity. 

As the pattern specialist will recognize, the following pages 
offer some items which have been absent from most of the 
large pattern sales in recent years. There are many, many 
opportunities ivhich may not be repeated for a good number 
of years, indeed decades, to come.

1 1853 Pattern Ic. Judd-150. Rarity 6. Obverse from the regular-issue 

quarter eagle die of the year. Reverse with ONE CENT within 
a delicate wreath of olive leaves. Thin planchet. Choice Proof 
with light gray toning. 

Note: In the waning years of the large cent the 

Philadelphia Mint realized that the cumbersome old-style 
coppers were becoming expensive to produce and were 
inconvenient to the public. The small-diameter 
nickel-appearing cent produced privately by Dr. Lewis 
Feuchtwanger in 1837 achieved wide acceptance (as a Ic 
token) by the public and influenced Mint thinking. 

In 1853 J-150 and several other related varieties of 
small- diameter cents were produced by using a 
conveniently-sized quarter eagle obverse die in combination 
with a hastily contrived (as evidenced by the irregularity of 
the letter alignment) reverse die to test the appearance of 
various nickel alloys. 




2 1853 Pattern Ic. J-150. As preceding, but struck on a slightly 

thicker planchet. Choice Proof with normal gray toning. 

Note: While they were struck as Proofs, the hard nickel 
alloy resulted in a surface appearance on all specimens of 
J-150 which is midway between a Proof and an Uncirculated 
coin. The same characteristics are evident with known 
specimens of other contemporary nickel-alloy issues, 
J- 156- 158, J-166, etc. 




3 1858 Pattern Ic. J-204. Obverse with small flying eagle. Reverse 
with oak wreath and broad ornamented shield. 
Copper- nickel. Choice Brilliant Proof. An especially sharp 
striking with wide borders. 

Note: J-204 was originally sold by the Mint as part of a set 
of 12 copper-nickel cents, which included J- 191, 192, 193, 
202, 203, 204, 206, 208, 211, 212, 213, and a specimen of 
the regular-issue 1858 flying eagle cent with small letters. 
Occasionally one of these sets will come on the market, one 
having been offered by Catherine E. Bullowa in the 1950s.

Pattern Ic. J-208. Obverse with the Indian motif; reverse with 
laurel wreath. A transitional piece with the exact design of 
’59. One of the most interesting cent patterns of this era, due 
to the novelty of an 1858 Indian cent— a variety unknown to 
most general collectors (but, of course, well-known to 
pattern collectors). Choice Brillant Proof, a few light 
flyspecks on reverse. 



Note: Certain pattern coins have found their way into the 
''Guide Book of U.S. Coins.'' Examples are the 1856 flying 
eagle cent, the 1859 and 1860 transitional half dimes and 
dimes, the 1836 reeded edge half dollar, the 1836-1839 
Gobrecht dollars, and the 1879-1880 $4 Stellas. In the entire 
spectrum of pattern coins, the most common issues are the 
1856 flying eagle cent (mintage about 1,800 pieces), the 
1836 reeded edge half dollar (1,200 made), the 1836 
name-on-base Gobrecht dollar (1,600 made), and the 1879 
flowing hair stella (415 made). And, yet, these are among the 
most expensive of all patterns! Why? Because they are listed 
in the "Guide Book" and many collectors have incorporated 
them into their regular series. Judd-208, the 1858 pattern 
Indian cent offered in this Lot, is about 10 times rarer than 
an 1856 flying eagle cent, but it suffers from lack of 
exposure. Not many people know about it. So, while a Proof 
1856 flying eagle cent is worth in the $2500 range today, the 
J-208 in this Lot will probably bring only in the $400 to 
$500 range, reflecting the current market. Certainly such a 
coin has a great potential for the future! 
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5 1863 Pattern Ic. J-299. Bronze, thin planchet. No “L” on ribbon. 

Style and format of the 1864 bronze cent adopted the 
following year. Choice Proof. Original mint brilliance subtly 
fading to attractive light brown. Reverse die rotated 180 
degrees, as on all specimens of J-299 seen. A very attractive 
specimen of this important transitional coin. 

Note: In 1862 and 1863 the Mint became dissatisfied with 
the copper-nickel cent alloy. The thick Indian cents of the 
hard c-n alloy presented great problems in die breakage and 
striking. In addition, the price of nickel was advancing 
sharply. Supplies were uncertain during these times, the 
middle of the Civil War, and a substitute was sought. 

James Pollock, Director of the Mint, felt strongly about 
abandoning the old nickel alloy, and wrote in December 
1863: 

“7n my last annual report I recommended the disuse of 
nickel in our cent coinage, and the substitution ... of 
bronze. 2 his change . . . becomes an absolute necessity from 
the advanced, and still advancing, price of nickel-^our entire 
dependence for a supply upon the foreign market, paying for 
it in gold or its equivalent, and the probability of a failure to 
secure an adequate supply for the future at any price, the 
difficulty of melting, the destruction of dies and machinery, 
etc. ... It is not proposed to change the [design] of the cent, 
only the weight. The weight of the new coin will be 48 
grains. Enclosed I send you specimens of the bronze cent 
[J-299, known to collectors today], which is superior in 
every respect to the slumpy nickel.’' [Ed. note: We can’t find 
^'slumpy” in our dictionary; does it have a special metallic 
meaning or is it just a miscellaneous derogatory adjective?] 

There was doubt that the public would accept a thin 
bronze cent. However, an outside circumstance intervened. 
During this time all coins— copper, nickel-alloy, silver, and 
gold— were being hoarded. To fill the need for a circulating 
medium thousands of merchants and others issued what are 
known today as Civil War tokens and store cards. While some 
of these were of copper-nickel in the format of the 
contemporary Indian cent, the majority were thin and of 
bronze. These were eagerly accepted by the public. So, the 
Mint came to realize that there should be no problem with 
the public accepting the governmental product of a thin 
bronze format. And, as it turned out, there wasn’t. 

J-299, while hardly a rarity, is indeed scarce. It certainly is 
one of the most important cent patterns from a historical 
viewpoint, being the forerunner of the thin bronze cents 
which commenced regular production in 1964 and which are 
still with us now in 1977. 



8 1884 Pattern Ic. J-1721. So-called Eastman Johnson’s holey design. 

Nickel. Choice Brilliant Proof save for a trivial oxidation area 
near date. One of the brightest specimens we’ve ever seen of 
J-1721. 

Note: Erom time to time the Mint experimented with 
holed coins, a la the Chinese style. The rationale was that a 
given weight and quantity of metal would produce a 
larger- diameter coin without sacrificing thickness. 




9 1863 Pattern 2c. J-310. Obverse with portrait of George Washington 
and experimental motto: GOD AND OUR COUNTRY. 
Reverse is the regular die adopted in ’64. Copper-nickel. 1863 
marked the initial appearance of Washington on a federal 
coin. While the Father ol our Country was the subject of 
numerous late 19th century patterns, he did not appear on an 
actual circulating coin until the 1932 Washington quarter 
(there were some earlier appearances on commemoratives, 
however). Choice Proof with attractive light toning. A 
splendid coin unsurpassable in quality.

1242. The Scott Collection stands as the largest collection of 
Washington numismatic Americana auctioned in recent times.

Of all pattern nickels, the Lincoln nickel, struck only in 
1866, is the most desired by collectors today. The issues of 
J-486 to 489 mark the only appearance of this famous 
president on a 19th century American coin. We estimate that 
only about 15 to 20 specimens are known of J-486, the issue 
struck in nickel alloy. It is only infrequently that a specimen 
appears for sale. This is one of the choicest and finest 
specimens in existence. Worthy of a strong bid! 

Note: Now in 1977 it would seem logical by hindsight that 
a vast array of Lincoln coins and medals would have made an 
appearance following Lincoln’s 1865 death. However, as 
stated earlier, this particular pattern nickel design is the only 
instance of a 19th century U.S. Mint-produced coin with 
Lincoln’s portrait. Lincoln medals also are scarce. While well 
over 1,000 different varieties of pre-1900 Washington medals 
are known to exist (our 1 975 Scott Collection Sale had a 
stellar offering of these), relatively few Lincoln medals are 
known.

Much has been written about the coin at the other end of 
the Liberty nickel series, the famous 1913. A 7-page 
description of a 1913 Liberty head nickel we were offering 
for sale appeared in one of our catalogues a few years ago! 
However, relatively little has been written about the coin at 
the beginning, the 1882. The 1882 is very significant, 
heralding as it does one of the most beautiful series in 
American numismatics. 

The 1882 Liberty head nickel, J-1690, hasn’t been 
completely overlooked. Indeed, on the few occasions when 
specimens have been publicly shown they have stirred up 
quite a few intriguing comments, admiration, and interest. 
For example, a number of years ago a specimen of J-1690, 
resting in solitary splendor in an exhibition case, won a prize 
at the Central States Numismatic Society convention. 

Note: Charles K. Barber prepared the Liberty head nickel 
design in accordance with Mint Director Snowden’s request 
that a ^‘"classical” head of Liberty be used. It is said that a 
marble bust of the goddess Diana was used as a model.

Note II: In the Judd reference, and also in our cataloging 
here, the terms ^^copper^^ and ^%ronzeJ^ are used 
interchangeably.

Hairline die crack through ITED STATES 0 on reverse. 

This coin is of immense numismatic and historical 
significance. Mint Director Patterson, upon examining 
Christian Gobrecht’s workmanship on the new silver dollar 
design, was so pleased with it that he directed Gobrecht to 
place his name prominently on the die. Accordingly, C. 
GOBRECHT E. (C[hristianj Gobrecht E[ecit] —“fecit” 
meaning “made it” in Latin) was placed on the die in the 
field above the date and below the base of Liberty. 

An unfavorable newspaper article appeared which 
criticized the “conceit” of Gobrecht for placing his name so 
conspicuously on the coin. Gobrecht’s feelings were hurt, and 
he insisted that his name be removed from the coin. Director 
Patterson, still proud of Gobrecht’s artistry, directed that the 
name be relocated to a less prominent place on the base of 
Liberty, where it indeed did appear on later 1836 issues. 

Here is a coin with a fascinating story to tell. Sprinkled 
throughout American numismatics there are many coins with 
romantic stories behind them. This is a prime example! The 
number of J-58 coins known to exist is nowhere recorded, 
but estimates are that only 15 to 25 are known. The present 
coin certainly is one of the most attractive examples.

Eva Adams, Director of the Mint, ^foaned” a 
couple dozen 1972 aluminum test strikings to various 
influential persons in the government. Most are still missing 
to this day.

Note: To the present-day numismatist the name of James 
B. Longaere is one of the most familiar of all 19th century 
mint figures. His tenure as Chief Engraver extended from 
September 16, 1844, to January 1, 1869. When first 

appointed, Longaere, a well-known portrait engraver, was 
incompetent at die sinking. There was much complaining 
about his work. Apparently the multitude of die dating errors 
of the 1840s and 1850s can be laid at his doorstep; such 
bungles as the 1858 over inverted date half dime, the 1851 
over 81 large cent, the 1846 over horizontal 6 half dollar, and 
the bizarre 184TO double- date half being but a few 
examples. With experience, his abilities improved, and an 
objective view of his career credits him with many fine 
accomplishments, including the design of the 1849 gold 
dollar and double eagle, the 1859 Indian cent, and most 
other designs for circulation made during his term of office. 

A favorite practice of Longaere was to stick with a good 
thing. For example, the head of the foregoing Indian Princess 
dollar was, as noted, copied from his gold dollar design. It is 
interesting to know that the face of Liberty was standardized 
by Longaere, and although the hair and headdress treatments 
differ, the Liberty head gold dollar, $3, and double eagle 
have the same face as the Indian cent!

In his reference, U.S. Pattern, Dr. J. Hewitt Judd states 
that just two specimens are known to exist. The other 
specimen is a permanent part (we presume) of a set of 1876 
dollars which has been valued into six figures. So, it is 
reasonable to assume that the present coin may well 
represent a unique opportunity to acquire a single specimen 
of this issue. 

Dollars of 1876 are of special significance. There are many 
reasons for this, and some are given here: 

1. The year 1876 marked the centennial celebration, 100 
years of American independence, and has special historical 
meaning. 

2. No regular silver dollars (for circulation) were coined in 
1876, so the acquisition of an 1876 pattern represents the 
only opportunity to own a genuine U.S. Mint silver dollar of 
this date.

The obverse is the same as the preceding Lot and features 
Liberty seated at the seashore. The reverse is from the regular 
silver dollar die of the 1840-1865 style without motto. 
Copper. Choice Brilliant Proof. For those interested we give 
again the note we wrote in our River Oaks Collection Sale: 

Note: The preceding coin is interesting for it uses the silver 
dollar reverse of the 1840-1865 years without motto. The 
Mint wasn’t supposed to have any earlier type dies on hand (a 
few years earlier it was decreed that all earlier dies would be 
destroyed— to counter persistent annoying charges of 
restriking which were being aimed at the Mint by collectors 
and dealers alike), but as this coin shows, this wasn’t done! 

Eor future scholars (who m^ht want to check certain 
Proof Liberty seated dollars of the 1840-1858 years, for 
example) we give some characteristics of this die as of its 
1876 use. We would like to hear from any of our readers who 
know of earlier dollars from this die. There are rust marks in 
the field below the N and T of UNITED and about halfway 
between that word and the eagle’s wing. Another patch is 
similarly located below the first S in STATES. A rust mark is 
at the upper part of and also above the E in AMERICA. A 
small rust mark is below and to the left of the O in ONE. On 
the wide border (between the denticles and the reeding) are 
rust marks above the space between A and M of AMERICA, 
above the E and R of the same word, and below the period 
following DOL. Some minor patches are above the highest 
leaf in the olive branch. 

Additional note: The production of 1876 dollars remains 
an enigma. To make several different obverse styles obviously 
took some time and effort. The reverse of ,1-1457 ff. is 
original to 1876, but the reverses of J- 1470, 1472, 1474, and 
related coins are borrowed from earlier years. Obviously, the 
main intent wasn’t to create patterns to see what a new silver 
dollar design looked like— for it was completely unnecessary 
to create such combinations as J-1470, 1472, and 1474. Still 
obviously, the intent was to deliberately create some rarities. 
All of this is well and good from a logical viewpoint, for it is 
in keeping with current Mint practice at the time. Henry 
Linderman, Director of the Mint, was lining his pockets by 
selling rarities to favored collectors and dealers, on the sly of 
course. But now the question. Why were so few 1876 pattern 
dollars made? And why didn’t Linderman market” them as 
aggressively as he did certain other rarities made under his 
aegis?

Note II: The reverse design of this piece, beautiful in its 
own right, is an adaptation of that produced in 1877 for 



pattern half dollar J-1512 (and J-1513). It is such patterns as 
the 1872 Amazonian pieces, the 1877 pattern half dollars, 
the 1879 Schoolgirl, and 1882 Shield Earring coins which 
have caused numerous enthusiasts in the pattern field, and we 
are among them, to lament that oft the most beautiful coin 
designs are never adopted. It is interesting to note that 
Morgan's reverse used on the 1879 Schoolgirl dollar must 
have been the inspiration for a coin issued much later, the 
1 91 5-S Panama- Pacific commemorative quarter eagle. 

Note III: In recent years the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving has Issued limited-edition souvenir sheets for 
collectors featuring the 1896 ‘"Educational" $1, $2, $5, and 
$10 (in assay form only) notes, pieces which collectors 
consider to be among the most beautiful currency designs 
ever made. Wouldn't it be nice if the U.S. Mint issued some 
souvenir or commemorative silver dollars with current dates 
but embodying some of these illustrious designs from the 
past— such as the Schoolgirl, Amazonian, Shield Earring, and 
so on?

Note: We give some background and history of the 

Schoolgirl dollar. These comments are especially relevant to 
Lots 75, 76, and 94 in this sale and also relate to the general 
rationale for making so many pattern dollar designs right 
after the 1878 Morgan dollar was adopted. 

In 1873 the production of regular-issue silver dollars was 
halted. There was little demand for these large ‘^^cartwheels’’ 
in the channels of commerce, except for the export 
trade— and the new trade dollar, first minted in 1873, took 
care of that requirement nicely. 

During the 1870s vast quantities of silver were being 
produced in the West. The Comstock Lode, discovered in 
1859, brought untold millions of dollars of the shiny white 
metal onto the market. Mines in Montana, Colorado, and 
other locales contributed to the silver flow. The market 
became glutted. What to do? Politicians of the time thought 
it would he a nice idea if Uncle Sam would provide a market 
for the stuff. The powers that be in Congress thus passed the 
Bland- Allison Act on February 28, 1878. 

Thus, in early March 1878 the United States Mint was 
faced with the problem of immediately beginning to coin 
tons of silver dollars. The Liberty seated design, last used five 
years earlier in 1873, had been discontinued and was not in 
favor for readoption. Young and relatively inexperienced 
Mint engraver George T. Morgan was given the assignment of 
producing a new silver dollar design as fast as possible. 
Believe it or not, within a few weeks he had a design ready to 
go. To he sure, it later turned out to have quite a few 
problems— wrong number of tail feathers in the eagle, wrong 
relief to the eagle’s breast, etc.— but at least it was a design 
and could be used. 

From the outset, Morgan’s hurried 1878 design— what we 
call the standard Morgan dollar design today— was criticized. 
It was hardly artistic— in fact, it was ugly— its detractors said. 
The result was that new pattern designs were proposed. Both 
William Barber and George T. Morgan devoted themselves to 
the leisurely production of new motifs which, it was hoped, 
would replace the standard 1878 design. So, during the next 
few years a number of really fine coins were conceived. 

George T. Morgan, perhaps feeling the criticism more 
intensely than anyone else, produced two of the most 
beautiful silver dollars ever issued by the Mint. Made in 
pattern form, these were the 1879 Schoolgirl design and the 
1882 Shield Earring issue. Both of these feature a pleasing 
young girl’s face with a happy countenance— done in an 
artistic and classical way. Mint lethargy and inertia being 
what it was, the Morgan design of 1878 continued in 
production until 1921— and two of America’s most beautiful 
coins, the 1879 Schoolgirl and the 1882 Shield Earring 
dollars were never seen by the public.

Note: On May 22, 1877 Dr. Wheeler W. Hubbell patented 
an alloy called ^^goloid. ” This metal was composed of gold 
and silver in proportion to their equal value. A dollar made of 
goloid would contain 50c intrinsic value worth of gold and 
50c intrinsic value worth of silver, less a small amount for 
copper which was added to strengthen the alloy. 

The goloid metal prompted a series of pattern dollars in 
1878, 1879, and 1880— some made of goloid, and others 
made of differing gold-silver combinations (such as J-1617) 
offered in this Lot. 

In the end, all such bimetallic alloys were rejected on the 
grounds that visually they would be indistinguishable from 
the standard silver alloys and that the gold content would be 
ascertainable only upon scientific analysis.

Note: Dr. Judd relates that from September to November

startling discovery was made that genuine gold eagles had 
been Counterfeited’ by being sawed in half edgewise and 
having their interior taken out and replaced by a disc of 
platinum, a heavy metal of about 1 /3 the value of gold at the 
time. This was neatly covered in by a soldered rim of gold, 
the whole presenting a genuine surface and without fault as 
to weight, diameter, thickness, or sonority. Some had even 
been passed at the Mint as untampered coins. The only way 
they could be detected was by the specific gravity. 

^^This discovery caused a mild panic in the Mint and 
Treasury Department. The experiments of Dr. Barclay now 
became of paramount importance, but since he was no longer 
at the Mint, the engraving and coining departments began 
their own experiments using Dr. Barclay’s ideas, such as 
striking coins intaglio [with legends incuse instead of raised] 
or on broad thin concave planchets, and using a raised 
lettered edge. ”

Note: Over the years there were many proposals made for 
an international coinage; standardization of coin values 
throughout the world. In 1867 a meeting was held in Paris on 
this subject, and, as a result, $5 patterns were prepared by 
Paquet (J-656, etc.). 



Then in 1874 Dana Bickford, of New York City, visited 
Europe and felt the inconvenience of changing one style of 
money for another as he crossed international borders. Why 
not an international coin which had a pre set value in many 
different countries? This thought went through his mind, and 
upon his return, relayed his ideas to Dr. Henry R. Linderman, 
Director of the Philadelphia Mint. Linderman seconded the 
idea and caused pattern $10 pieces to be made in various 
metals, one of which is offered in the present Lot. Congress, 
however, was cool to the idea, and finally the project was 
shelved. 

Bickford’s zeal continued unabated, and over 20 years 
later in 1897 he issued his own private medallic tokens to 
further push the idea. 

In 1879 a re hash of the idea caused the $4 Stella” pieces 
to be minted— an effort to make a coin which would be 
worth $4 U.S. funds, 8 Austrian florins, 20 French francs, 20 
Italian lire, 20 Spanish pesetas, and 8 Dutch florins. As is well 
known, after the famous Stellas were made in 1879 and 1880 
this idea, too, was dropped. 

The flaws of the international idea are several, including 
continually fluctuating exchange rates between countries, 
difficulties in supervising the circulation of such pieces, and 
the limited use of such coins within the United States.

struek in silver. Extra thick— 3.5 mm. thick at edge (normal 
coins are just 2 mm.). A most extraordinary coin! Struck 
from what appear to be regular mint dies, but border 
denticles on obverse have been repunehed to form beads, 
while those on the reverse are for the most part better 
defined than usual. In fact, the eoin as a whole exhibits a 
relief that is far superior to any ordinary business strike and 
together with the broad medallion-like obverse border 
resembles the striking charaeteristics (although not the 
surfaces) of a Proof. The sporadie die rust on the obverse and 
the bold reverse die eraeks lead us to believe that this coin 
was struck subsequent to its date, if at the U.S. Mint (and 
there is no evidence to the eontrary). Doubtless this is one 
more fabulous creation like the 1913 Liberty head niekel. 
The coin is Uncirculated, with few light handling marks, and 
was probably earried briefly as a ‘poeket piece’ by its 
fortunate owner. A real display item and worthy of a home 
with the rarest of the rare.”

124 1877 $50 gold. J-1549. Here is an ‘‘old friend,” a coin which we originally sold as Lot 1085 in our Robert 
Marks Collection Sale and, later, as Lot 1115 in our Austin Collection offering. It is with great pride 
that we again present this consigned coin for sale. 

$50 or “Qluintuple Eagle.” A massive coin with general legends and devices somewhat similar to the 
$20 gold coins of this era. Struck in copper; reeded edge. Gem iridescent Proof. No finer specimen 
could exist! Dr. Judd notes that this coin is Rarity 8, and that just 2 or 3 are known to exist. One of 
these is impounded permanently in the Smithsonian Institution. 

The planned striking of regular $50 gold coins in 1877 was abandoned when it was proven that coins 
of this thickness and large size could be altered more easily than the smaller and thinner pieces. The 
Adams-Woodin pattern reference states (cf. p. 151): 

“In this year [1877] were struck at the Mint two of the rarest and most interesting pattern coins of 
the whole series. They were of a denomination higher than any coin of regular issue, being of fifty 
dollars value, and are regarded by all collectors as the most desirable coins ever issued at the United 
States Mint. ” 

The 1877 $50 issues were inspired by the large and impressive $50 gold “slugs” which circulated in 
California a decade or two earlier. Senator Gwin of California in 1854 presented a bill to Congress to 
coin $100, $50, and $25 gold pieces to be called the “Union,” “Half Union,” and “Quarter Union,” 
and noted that “the ‘Half Union’ should only be struck for the present.” 

Why it took until 1877 for this “Half Union” to be produced would be a good subject for research. 
Perhaps in 1877 a general awakening of interest in art and beauty of coin design (as evidenced by the 
spectacular series of 1877 pattern half dollars of many different artistic designs) prompted mint 
officials to re-evaluate this earlier proposal. Edgar H. Adams and William H. Woodin devote SYi pages of 
their book to these 1877 $50 gold pieces; more background information than is given to any other 
issue! The two specimens struck in gold sold at $10,000 each in 1910— by far the highest price ever 
paid for a coin up to that time. These were traded to the United States government by Woodin (who 
later became Secretary of the Treasury under Franklin D. Roosevelt) for some “trunks full of patterns” 
of earlier dates— a treasure trove which became the origin of most pattern coins now in the hands of 
collectors. It is estimated that these patterns today would have an aggregate value of many millions of 
dollars. If one of the two gold coins (each of which is now permanently impounded in the Smithsonian 
Institution) were available to collectors, we believe it would sell for several hundred thousand 
dollars— and there would be many buyers for it. 

In the Austin Sale we said, “We believe that the presently-offered copper specimen, a gem Proof and 
a coin considered by many to be the “most wanted pattern,” might now have a value of between 
$20,000 and $30,000.” We sold this coin in our Austin Collection sale for $50,000 in an enthusiastic 
bidding contest.

Machin’s main product was imitation British halfpennies, 
but many Vermont, Connecticut, New Jersey, and other 
coins were made as well.

Sometime before 1863 there was dispersed a quantity of 
Mint State 1796 and 1797 cents, probably numbering as 
many as a thousand in all, which are traced to a bag brought 
in December 1797 from the Mint to his daughters by one 
Benjamin Goodhue, formerly of the Continental Congress. 

The name oj P^ichols Find was attached to these coins in 
the eighteen- sixties and apparently arises from the fact that 
they were the property of the Nichols family at the time of 
their dispersal to collectors, perhaps just prior to 1863. 
According to the report, David Nichols of Gallows Hill, near 
Salem, Massachusetts, passed them out at face value. 

Three varieties of cents are traditionally ascribed to this 
find, their identity of fabric, similar preservation and 
similarity of dies, and frequent appearance in the identical 
red MS- 65 condition, pointing to a common source. They are 
Nos. 119, 123, and 135. A lengthy account of this find was 
presented by Walter Breen in the January 1952 ‘^Numis- 
matist. ” If the facts there set forth are accepted, it follows 
that the coins were all made in the latter part of 1797, 
despite the fact that the commonest one (S-119) bears the 
date 1 796. 

To the best of anyoneSs knowledge, these Nichols Find 
cents represent the surviving Mint State coins from the first 
Boulton planchet shipment (April 26, 1797; 9,856 pounds, 
per H.M.S. Adriana), which the Director of the Mint 
pronounced ‘Ferfect and beautifully polished.^

D/S MINTMARK FOUND ON ’49 DENVER NICKEL. One 

of the more interesting aspects of numismatics is that there 
are always new discoveries to be made. One of the most 
recent ones is a 1949-D nickel with the D punched over a 
previously punched S mintmark. 

The discovery piece was sent to Clearinghouse by Andrew 
Jacubowski of Illinois. It was originally purchased about four 
years ago as one of the coins in a set of 1 938-1 956 Jefferson 
nickels. Since that time Jacubowski has attended two or 
three coin shows every month specifically to search for 
another 1 949-D/S nickel. He has not yet located another. 

The mintmark on JacubowskVs D/S nickel has three main 
points of reference. Above the upper right curve of the back 
of the D is what appears to be the upper serif of an S. Below 
the upper left serif of the D, curving downward and to the 
right, is the curved portion of the upper left side of an S. 
Inside the D, attached to the inside back curve, is what 
appears to be the center curve of an S. 

If we had seen any one of the three characteristics, alone, on 
a coin from the Denver Mint, we might have been tempted to 
pass it off simply as a coincidence that a die gouge or chipped 
die should resemble part of an S so closely. When all three of 
the characteristics show up on the same coin, that is more 
than we can accept as a coincidence. 

We placed a film positive (a positive print on negative film) of 
an S from a 1 949- S nickel over the photograph of the D. The 
remnants matched perfectly. Until someone can provide 
proof positive to the contrary we will continue to call this a 
D over S. 

As with any discovery, the publicity which has been accorded 
to the 1 949-D/S has spurred an intensive search for 
additional specimens. To our knowledge, two others have 
come to light in the IV 2 years following the Coin World 
announcement: a specimen owned by a Maryland numisma- 
tist and the presently-offered coin. Of course, there may be 
others of which we are not aware. The present coin is a 
Brilliant Uncirculated example and shows the overmintmark 
feature very clearly.

The following collection of more than 300 lots of large 
cents is a remarkable one— reflecting the collector's fascination 
with research and his attraction to the curious. Jack Collins 
has been a serious student of the large cent series for nearly 
two decades, having been lured into this collecting area when 
he was privileged to see— and purchase— some of the thousands 
of early cents (hundreds of them in mint state) which came 
out of the estate of B. Max Mehl in 1960. He has been an 
active member of the Early American Coppers club since its 
inception in 1967 and has been engaged in research and as a 
cataloguer for various auction firms of national stature. In 
fact, except for a three-year stint as an associate producer for a 
number of television specials and syndicated series (in 
1969-1971 ), Mr. Collins has devoted the past twenty years of 
his life exclusively to numismatic pursuits. 

As it was the collector’s intention to seek coins which 
possessed a special aesthetic appeal or which captured his 
fancy because of their curious natures— blundered dies, cents

Silver Dollars 



A HISTOR Y OF SIL VER DOLLARS 

The Fairfield Collection is remarkable for the quality of the 
silver dollars it contains. Earlier years are for the most part 
represented in high grades seldom seen in the marketplace. 
Then there are several really beautiful Gobrecht dollars. 
Complementing these are a number of other pattern dollars 
already offered in this catalogue (see Lots 26 to 96). 

Liberty seated dollars commence with the first date of issue, 
1840, and continue to the last, 1873. Between these limits are 
to be found some elegant Uncirculated and Proof coins, 
including rarities, which are seldom seen outside of museums. 

Morgan dollars and Peace dollars, coins which certainly lead 
or are near the front of the numismatic popularity parade, are 
of superb quality. When Les and Sue Fox wrote the book 
''Silver Dollar Fortune Telling,’’ billed as "The most exciting, 
informative, and enlightening book ever written about United 
States silver dollars,” they illustrated most of the issues from 
photographs supplied by us of the Fairfield Collection coins 
offered here. 

Silver dollars of all series- the "dollars of our daddies” (as 
19th century numismatists used to call them) of the pre-1804 
era, the Liberty Seated pieces, and the Morgan and Peace 
designs— have over the years been among the most impressive 
coins ever issued by the mint. 

Authorized by Congress on April 2, 1792, dollars were first 
minted for general circulation in 1794. In that beginning year 
1,758 pieces were struck. The Flowing Hair design was used 
for the 1 794 dollars and most of the 1795s. In the latter year a 
new format made its appearance: the Draped Bust style with 
Small Eagle reverse, a motif continued through early 1798, 
when the reverse was changed again, this time to the Heraldic 
Eagle style. 1803 dollars were made for circulation, then 
production ceased. Perhaps two dozen 1804 dollars, a date not 
represented in the Eairfield Collection, were made in later 
years circa 1834-1860 for souvenir and sale purposes. 

Then came a long lapse in dollar production. During the 
1804-1839 hiatus the mantle fell on the half dollar as the 
heavy-duty coin for bulk transactions. During that time 
immense quantities of fifty-cent pieces were minted. 

Eollowing an illustrious series of patterns by Christian 
Gobrecht, silver dollar coinage was again resumed in 1840. The 
Liberty seated motif made its debut. This design featured on 
the obverse the seated figure of Liberty with her right hand 
resting on a shield and her left hand holding a pole with a 
liberty cap at the top. The reverse depicted a sedately perched 
eagle. 



In 1866 the design was modified by adding the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST to the reverse. Coinage continued through 
the 1870s until suspension in 1873. Then came another hiatus 
1874-1877. 

In 1878 Congress passed the Bland— Allison Act which 
provided for the coinage of hundreds of millions of silver 
dollars. George T. Morgan, a young English engraver, hurriedly 
devised what we know as the "Morgan design” today. Early in 
1878 it went into production. It turned out to be a long-lived 
motif and was continually used through 1904. Then came 
another suspension of dollar coinage 1905-1920. In 1921 
coinage was resumed, and Morgan dollars again made an 
appearance. 

At the 1920 American Numismatic Association’s annual 
convention held that year in Chicago a resolution was passed 
to propose a commemorative coinage to observe peace at the 
end of the Great War. On May 9, 1921, legislation was 
introduced into Congress. On December 19, 1921, a design by 
Anthony de Erancisci for the Peace dollar was accepted, and at 
the last minute slightly over 1,000,000 pieces were struck. The 
Peace dollar continued, albeit with an interruption 1929-1933, 
until 1935. Then in recent times, beginning in 1971, we have 
the Eisenhower dollar, some of which are silver but most of 
which are "clad” metal. 

Silver dollars, or "cartwheels” as they sometimes are called, 
are collectors’ favorites. Among silver dollar enthusiasts the 
Eairfield Collection coins will be long remembered.

The present coin ranks among the very finest of all extant 
18th century United States silver coins. It is Choice Brilliant 
Uncirculated, sharply struck and with full mint lustre! The 
use of an exclamation point is quite appropriate here, for it 
may be decades before another appears on the market— and 
we wouldn’t want to bet that it will even be that soon. When 
purchased, the coin was described as “a blazing jewel. Fully 
struck with no adjustment marks. Incredible condition.” 

As a numismatist today you’ve read of the great sales of 
the past. Stickney, Ten Eyck, Dunham, Parmelee, and others 
of years gone by come to mind. When one looks through 
these long-ago catalogues one cannot help but think how 
delightful it would have been to have participated. Fifty 
years from now the Fairfield Collection will still be remem- 
bered as a numismatic landmark, thanks in large measure to 
items such as Lot 1030. Right now you can participate in 
history being made.

These have the obverse and reverse dies aligned in the same 
direction (giving the coin the appearance of an ^^inverted 
reverse”). 

Note IT. While the 1836 Gobrecht dollar is technically a 
pattern issue, in fact it was a circulating coin. Nearly all of 
the 1,600 pieces made were placed into circulation where 
they served the channels of commerce. This accounts for the 
scarcity of Proofs today.

Note: For the price analysts and scholars among our 
readers we point out that it is indeed strange that Proof 
dollars of certain later years in the 1850s catalogue for more 
than do those of the 1840s! The reason for this is that, for 
example, several specimens of Proof 1854 dollars have come 
on the market in recent years and our firm alone has handled 
at least a dozen Proof 1856 dollars, so fairly frequent price 
records and market activity has been established. On the 
other hand, we donf recall ever owning or having the 
opportunity to purchase even a single specimen of an 1843 
Proof dollar, for example!

With all of the research currently being done in 
numismatics (more research publications of merit have 
appeared in the past 20 years than have appeared in the 
preceding half century) it is only a matter of time until such 
disparities are rectified.

Most 1858 dollars, including Lots 1083 and 1084 in this 
sale, are struck from a reverse die with rust marks in the 
field to the left of the eagle’s beak, under N of UNITED and 
above E of ONE. These were probably made 1860-1862, 
although this die does not conform with the reverse of 
regular Proof dollars made of those latter years. It is known 
that without-motto reverse die(s) existed after 1865, when 
this style was discontinued and all earlier dies were to have 
been destroyed. We have written about this on several earlier 
occasions, including in this catalogue (cf. Lot 65). However, 
the reverse of the present 1858 dollar does not match that of 
the 1876 pattern dollars of the same reverse style. 

We assume that 80 Proof dollars of 1858 were struck in 
1858 as part of the 80 silver Proof sets delivered that year. 
Presumably these are from a reverse die not exhibiting rust 
patches. (If any readers possess an unequivocally original 
assembly of 1858 Proof silver coins we welcome 
enlightenment on this point. 

In the early 1860s the mint, seeking to increase the 
fortunes of certain mint officials and, on a more moral plane, 
seeking via trading to enrich the Mint Collection of U.S. 
Coins, restruck many earlier issues, particularly Proofs. Half 
cents of the 1840s are one of the most obvious examples, but 
others include Gobrecht dollars and 1856 flying eagle cents. 
No marketing dummies were the mint officials; they knew 
what would sell! 

A review of mint records showed that 1858 dollars were 
rare, so around this time an estimated (our estimate) 100 to 
150 others were made, probably from the reverse die 
described above. 

There is one flaw in this logic. If 100 to 150 additional 
Proof 1858 dollars were made circa 1860-1862 why wasn’t a 
perfect reverse die used? Proof dollars of the early 1860s are 
from unrusted dies. If they weren’t struck in the 1860s, then 
the next logical opening for making them would have been in 
the mid to late 1870s when Dr. Linderman was busy having 
fun making rarities at the mint. By that time the die might 
have rusted as indeed happened with the die used to coin the 
reverses of certain 1875-1876 patterns (cf. again Lot 65). 

We will probably never know what really happened, but it 
is interesting to speculate and to keep watching for clues!

Note II: During the early 1860s at least one bag (1,000 
coins) each was found of Uncirculated 1859-0, 1860-0, and 
1871 dollars. The former two dates have been generally 
distributed on the market. Most if not all of the 1871 dollars 
are being held by an eastern acquaintance of ours. 

1859-0 and 1860-0 '%oard” coins are distinguished by 
having a generous amount of bagmarks on the surfaces 
(although some have fewer than others), by not having 
prooflike surfaces, and by being fully brilliant (not toned).

Note: Silver dollars are very hard to find in select Proof or 
Uncirculated grade, simply because the massive weight of 
these coins and their large surface areas made them more 
susceptible to damage. If we take the 1000 Proof mintage of 
the 1861 silver dollar and estimate how many coins are 
known today and in what grades, here are our figures: (1) 
Approximately 500 to 700 are known today in various states 
of Proof condition, the others having been ^^spenU^ or 
otherwise lost or worn in the intervening century. (2) If we 
posit that 600 are known, then further estimates and 
breakdowns are: Impaired Proofs and Proofs with serious 
surface marks, serious hairlines, etc. 300 pieces; Average 
quality Proofs, some hairlines and light handling marks, 200 
pieces; Choice Proofs, 100 or fewer pieces. (Note: We make 
rare use of the word ^^Gem,^^ however what we call ^^Choice^^ 
is very often called '^^Gem^^ by many competitors.) 

On the other hand, let’s consider the 1861 Proof half 
dime, a coin of which 1000 were also minted. As the face 
value is lower there was less temptation to spend such coins, 
so perhaps 600 to 800, say 700, are known. Of these 700 our 
further breakdown would be: Impaired Proofs and Proofs 
with serious surface marks, serious hairlines, etc. 200 pieces; 
Average quality Proofs, some hairlines and light handling 
marks, 500 pieces; Choice Proofs, 200 or fewer pieces. 

So, by our estimates, the chances of finding a Choice Proof 
1 861 dollar is half that of finding a Choice Proof half dime of 
the same date. In actuality, the chances are probably even 
less than that.

If there are special circumstances 
(e.g., the aforementioned hoard of 1859-0, 1860-0, and 
1871 dollars), then mint state coins may exist in larger 
numbers. In the absence of special circumstances, business 
strikes with low mintages are apt to be very rare in 
Uncirculated grade. 

For example, of the 27,200 business strikes made of the 
1863 dollar we doubt if more than 300 to 400 exist today in 
all grades. Of those that do exist, probably no more than 5% 
(which equals a maximum of 20 coins) are Choice 
Uncirculated, and experience dictates that this estimate may 
be on the generous side! 

Why is this so? Well, in 1863 these dollars were made for 
the channels of commerce. When they were minted they 
went into circulation, many pieces that year going to the 



Orient. Collectors desiring a specimen would opt for a Proof, 
for Proof was generally considered to be a ^%etter’’’ grade. 
Today’s collectors are more enlightened, and Proofs are 
considered to be a different ^^grade” than Uncirculated; 
actually Proofs represent a different method of manufacture. 
Anyway, the survival of an Uncirculated 1863 dollar is 
strictly a matter of chance. Perhaps one was acquired at a 
bank and given as a Christmas present. Perhaps another one 
found its way into a safe deposit box.

On the ground floor 
a section is reserved to commemorate the building’s past 
numismatic heritage. An old coining press built in the shops 
of the Virginia & Truckee Railroad and originally used to 
make “CC” coins is used to strike souvenir medals. 

The cornerstone of the Carson City Mint was laid on 
September 18, 1866. By December 1869 the building had 
been completed and the necessary equipment had been 
installed. The facility opened its doors as a bullion depository 
on January 18, 1870. In the same year coinage commenced. 
Gold and silver coins were produced, the latter from metal 
from Nevada’s fabulous Comstock Lode. Lach coin bore a 
distinctive “CC” mintmark. 

Coinage was carried on from 1870 to 1885 and then from 
1888 to 1893. Today collectors consider most Carson City 
issues to be scarce. Mint-state silver and gold coins of the first 
four years of operation, and in particular the first three years 
(1870-1872), are exceedingly rare in Uncirculated grade.

As 
noted, we hesitate to attribute the coin as a full Proof but 
can say that it is indeed fully prooflike and is finer than most 
“Proofs” we’ve seen offered on the market. Our recom- 
mendation is that prospective bidders examine the coin and 
draw their own conclusions. Perhaps we’re being too 
conservative.

Note: As the trade dollar specialist knows well, trade 
dollars of the years 1873-1877 are very hard to find in 
unimpaired Proof condition. Apparently what happened is 
that the 1878-1883 Proof-only years were recognized as 
being ''special” from the time of issue, due to their low 
mintages. The 1873-1877 issues weren’t so considered, for 
business strikes of these years were plentiful enough at one 
time. Take, as an example, the Proof issues of 1876 (1,150 
minted) and 1882 (1,097 minted). Both are of comparable 
mintage in Proof grade. The 1876 is a "common” date in 
terms of all grades, for nearly a half million were made for 
circulation. On the other hand, the mintage of 1,097 is it, 
finis, for the 1882. There weren’t any others. So, 1882 has 
always been considered rare. 

Today, the 1882 is indeed rare, as it always has been. But 
the 1876 is even rarer, not as a date in all grades, but just in 
Proof condition for at one time little care was given to 
preserving these coins carefully, due to their overall 
"common” status. The same thing happened, by the way, 
with most issues of 1878-1 904 Proof Morgan silver dollars.

The Fairfield Collection 

of 

TTNTTFD STATES QUARTER EAGLES 



On the following pages is one of the most outstanding 
collections of quarter eagles ever offered for sale. With just a 
few exceptions all of the various date and mintmark issues are 
here— including all of the ^^rarest of the rare’’ issues, the series 
from the first year of issue, 1796, to the change in weight in 
1834. 

Among later issues we have the 1841, known as the ^^Little 
Princess” by cataloguers, and the rare 1875. Adding dimension 
and value to the offering are numerous Proofs from the 1860s 
through the Indian series. 

The interested collector is urged to refer to the two 
standard monographs on the subject of quarter eagles: 
''Varieties of U.S. Quarter Eagles,” by Walter Breen, a 
discussion of die varieties, and "U.S. Gold Coins, Volume II, 
Quarter Eagles 1796-1929,” by David W. Aklers, the latter 
being an analysis of auction records and frequencies of 
appearance of various issues. Certain information in our 
following descriptions is credited to these sources. 

Quarter eagles were first minted in 1796. In that year two 
basic varieties, with-stars and without-stars were made, both 
issues being remarkable for their low mintage figures. Coinage 
continued until 1929, during which year the incuse Indian 
design was being used. The type set collector will find the 
following designs in the series: (1) 1796 without stars; (2) 
1796-1807 Capped Bust to right, stars on obverse. Heraldic 
Eagle reverse; (3) 1808 Capped Bust to left, large diameter; (4) 
1821-1834 Capped Head to left, motto on reverse; (5) 
1834-1839 Classic Head, no motto; (6) 1840-1907 Liberty 
Head or Coronet type; (7) 1 908-1 929 Indian Head type. 

The 1840-1907 Liberty Head design is remarkable for being 
the United States coin design in the longest continuous usage 
without a major change or modification. 

Early issues, particularly those of the 1796-1808 years, are 
from dies which were produced by hand with many of the 
features such as letters, numerals, and stars being distinctively 
arranged. Sometimes overdates occurred. Recut letters and 
numerals are also to be seen on certain pieces. The star 
arrangement wasn’t always consistent. Eor example, one 
variety of 1806 has the 13 stars arranged with 8 to the left and 
5 to the right and another has 7 to the left and 6 to the right. 
One of the most curious coins in American numismatics lies 
within this early range: the 1804 with 14-star reverse. This 
identical reverse die was used to strike dimes this year! 

The 1821-1834 no-motto series offers the fascination of low 
mintage-with the 1826 date sinking to the nadir of just 760 
pieces struck! All coins in this range are so rare that most 
collections lack even a single specimen. 

Quarter eagles of the Liberty head type offer quite a few 
interesting issues. The 1841, the aforementioned Little 



Princess,” is remarkable for its rarity. Eor years this has been 
one of the great American showpieces. Around this time the 
Charlotte and Dahlonega Mints were trickling coins into 
circulation. The mintages from these southern establishments 
were never large, and all C and D mintmarked issues are thus 
quite rare today. 

If romance is your cup of tea, then we recommend the 1848 
CAL. quarter eagle as one of the most interesting coins in 
numismatics. We’ve always had a weakness for coins with 
stories attached, and in this regard, the 1848 CAL. is a real 
winner. 

Later issues of quarter eagles are salted and peppered with a 
number of issues distinguished either by their die 
characteristics (such as the 186211 overdate) or by their low 
mintages— several pieces dipping below the 1000-coin mintage 
level. Then in 1908 came Bela Lyon Pratt’s incuse design-a 
coin which is backwards, with the field wearing first and the 
design parts such as the date and letters wearing last. 

The Fairfield Collection offers the quarter eagle enthusiast 
the opportunity to acquire most of the great rarities, often in 
the finest possible condition. We suspect that the researcher 
will find that many are indeed the finest known examples of 
their kind. As David Akers has pointed out, past cataloguers 
have used varying grading standards— and perhaps what we 
would call "AU” or "Borderline Uncirculated” may have been 
called, in a burst of passion and enthusiasm evoked by a coin’s 
awesome rarity, "Uncirculated” or even "Proof.” Generally 
speaking, early cataloguers seem to have been particularly 
disposed in this direction. Catalogues issued recently, 
particularly within the past several years, have been more 
accurate. The only reason we mention this is to provide some 
guidance to the collector who may wonder why we wax 
enthusiastic about a coin in "just AU” grade, when he has seen 
in print (but probably not in person) that several 
"Uncirculated” coins have been sold in past decades. Accuracy 
has to start somewhere, and in our catalogues, this one as well 
as past volumes, we’ve made an effort in this direction. 

When bidding, think for yourself. We caution you not to be 
influenced by catalogue values and to bear in mind that 
catalogues report prices, they do not create them. Thus, for 
example, the current "Guide Book” listing of a paltry $500 
for an Uncirculated 1840 quarter eagle may well represent the 
reporting of a transaction which took place many, many years 
ago. It might be "ancient history” so far as practical 
application toward today’s bidding is concerned. Skeptical? 
David Akers, who spent many months burying his nose in 
hundreds of dusty old catalogues, was able to locate only 
two-count them-just two Uncirculated 1840 quarter eagles! 
One of these was the J.F. Bell Collection specimen sold in 
1944 and the second was the Jerome Kern example in 1950.

On the other hand, let us consider the 1896-S Morgan 
dollar, a coin which catalogues $575 Uncirculated in the 
current ^^Guide Book.” While we haven’t kept count, we know 
we’ve handled at least several hundred of these in the past 
quarter century, and we imagine that there are others who 
have had as many or more. This is not to denigrate the 1896-S, 
for considering the tremendous demand for Morgan dollars, 
several hundred Uncirculated pieces may well be right for a 
scarce coin in this series. However, the buyer wanting an 
Uncirculated 1896-S dollar hasn’t had to wait since 1950 
(going back to our earlier 1840 $2V2 example) to buy one! 
Indeed, a few well-placed telephone calls around the coin 
industry followed by some checks would result in dozens of 
these arriving on your doorstep within the next month. On the 
other hand, if you were to take out full-page ads in '‘Coin 
World,” "Numismatic News,” "The Numismatist,” 
CoinAge, Coins Magazine,” and a few other places, and if 
you were to offer to send $10,000 in cash for every 1840 



Uncirculated quarter eagle delivered to you within the next 30 
days, it is our guess that you probably would get just one or 

two, if even that many. More realistically, you’d get none at 
all! 

The purpose of all of this commentary? To reinforce, 
particularly to collectors who have recently joined the ranks of 
numismatists, that the term "rare” can mean different things 
l'^ different people, and that catalogue values, while a guide to 
market activity, in many instances, particularly for high-grade 
pre-1860 issues, in no way correlate to the true rarity of such 
pieces. 

Cataloguing the Fairfield Collection of United States 
quarter eagles has been an exciting experience. The coins 
themselves are exciting. We hope you’ll pardon us if we 
sometimes get carried away” by the appeal of a certain issue, 
but, after all, isn t enjoyment one of the raisons d’etre for the 
whole thing? We think so.

1435 1796 No stars on obverse. First quarter eagle with starless 
obverse. Heraldic eagle reverse. Incredibly low mintage of just 
963 pieces. 

Although authorities differ on the subject of how many 
are known (Akers: “between 30 and 40”; Breen: “High R-6 
but evidently not R-7” [perhaps about 15]; Scott: also 
“High R-6”), it is undisputed that this coin is one of 
America’s greatest gold coin rarities. Adding to the lustre of 
the coin is the unique design, the only issue without stars on 
the obverse, and its status as the first year of issue of the 
quarter eagle denomination. 

The present coin is EF-AU on the obverse and has 
prooflike surfaces. The reverse is AU or better, perhaps 
Borderline Uncirculated. As has been pointed out in print 
before, this issue shows areas of weak striking so the 
differentiation between light striking and slight wear is often 
indistinct. The present coin is certainly in the upper range 
of known specimens and far exceeds in quality the specimens 
which have appeared in many “name” sales in the past.

The mintage of this issue is given as 432 by the Guide 
Book and Scott’s Encyclopedia. Scott and Breen both rate 
the coin as being “borderline R-7,” which means that about 
15 specimens are extant today. 

The present coin is in Very Fine grade, unimpaired, and 
with smooth, even wear. Held at an angle to the light the 
surface of the coin shows prooflike characteristics within the 
star points and other protected areas. A pleasing example of 
this exceedingly rare coin.

1437 1797 Another “rarest of the rare” item. Mint records reveal that 
a paltry 427 specimens were coined in this early year. Walter 
Breen notes that about a dozen specimens are known. David 
Akers traces 33 auction appearances of the coin, including 
many duplicate appearances of the same specimen. It has 
been our experience that this coin is significantly rarer than 
either variety of 1796, coins which in themselves are 
landmark rarities. Breen further notes that “this is one of the 
four or five rarest dates of quarter eagles.” 

The present coin is a very sharp Extremely Fine specimen. 
It is well struck and has virtually perfect surfaces, a few stray 
(and normal for the grade) marks being the only exceptions. 
In the right obverse field is a heavy die break as seen on every 
known specimen of 1797, a characteristic which probably 
explains the severely restricted mintage. From the standpoint 
of actual grade and wear the present coin is one of the finest 
known specimens. Worth a generous bid.

1438 1798 Another landmark coin in the quarter eagle series. Just 
1,094 were minted, divided into 614 in the calendar year 
1798 and 480 the following year, 1799. 13 stars on the 
obverse, arranged 6 left and 7 right— as on no other issue in 
this denomination. 

There are two die varieties this year: (1) Compact date; 4 
berries on the reverse, and (2) Widely-spaced date; 5 berries 
on the reverse. As has been pointed out by students of the 
series, the latter is considerably the rarer, with Walter Breen 
tracing just 5 specimens. 

The present coin is Extremely Fine. The striking is 
excellent. An oustanding specimen of this great rarity; rare as 
a date and even rarer as a variety within the date. 

Note: The final digit, 8, of the 1 798 date is a tiny numeral 
compared to the 1 79. This situation, which occurs among 
several late 18th century and early 19th century American 
issues of various denominations, was caused by the practice 
of preparing the dies in advance with the first three digits of 
the date. Then, in the actual year of use the remaining digit 
was punched in. It was easy at that time to use a 
wrongly-sized punch. See also the following Lot.

1439 1802/1 Overdate. The first overdate in the quarter eagle series. 

The overdate feature is not sharp and requires some 
imagination to see. This is a moot point, for all quarter eagles 
of this year were struck from the same obverse die. The last 
digit is a tiny 2, incorrectly sized for reasons outlined in the 
footnote accompanying Lot 1438. 

The present coin is lustrous AU in grade. It is in the 
upper echelon condition-wise of known examples. Another 
major opportunity for the gold specialist.

1440 1804 13 stars on reverse. One of the rarest coins in the quarter 
eagle series. In their studies Walter Breen could trace just 3 







specimens and David Akers, 2. The latter writes: “In my 
experience this is the rarest quarter eagle. I have seen or 
handled more of every other date than I have of the 1804 13 
star reverse, and almost every significant collection of quarter 
eagles is lacking this variety.” 

The present coin is Extremely Fine, is well struck, but has 
extensive adjustment marks on the obverse plus some pin 
scratches and a small dig. 

Considering the infrequency of appearance of this coin it 
may be many years before another comes on the market. An 
opportunity for the quarter eagle specialist to ponder 
carefully.

1461 1834 With motto. One of the rarest coins in the series. In 1860 
when Mint Director Snowden prepared his Mint Manual he 
was unable to trace any record of any 1834 with-motto 
quarter eagles having been ever put into circulation. He 
postulated that all known pieces were Proofs. 

In the same vein, Scott’s Encyclopedia of United States 
Coins notes that: “Except for Proofs, unknown in strictly 
Uncirculated. It is barely possible that the worn specimens 
are former Proofs.” 

We estimate that only about a dozen specimens of this 
issue are known in all grades. Breen traces 9 coins, Akers 
estimates 12 to 15, Scott estimates a dozen, and various 
other cataloguers over the years (e.g., B. Max Mehl, Stack’s, 
ourselves) have been in agreement. 

The present coin appears to either be an impaired Proof or 
an impaired prooflike Uncirculated example with the overall 
sharpness and characteristics of the AU grade. Prooflike 
surface abounds, including in a generous area within the 
shield stripes. 

A classic American rarity, the 1834 with-motto is 
deserving of much more fame than it has received in the past. 
It is several times rarer than any other quarter eagle of its era. 
Erom a publicity viewpoint it has suffered from being “too 
rare.” Most “name” sales have not had a specimen and little 
opportunity has occurred for cataloguers to describe one of 
these in print.

For many years the 1841 quarter eagle has been 
affectionately called the Little Princess by cataloguers. 
Indeed, among quarter eagles it is a princess; a coin which is 
generally considered to be the most famous and most 
desirable issue in the series. 

It has been surmised that the 1841 is a Proof- only issue 
and that all known specimens are either Proofs or impaired 
Proofs. While the number known may indicate otherwise 
(David Akers posits that some may have been made for 
circulation, he says that all were from the Proof dies), it is 
evident that the issue was extremely limited at best. Over the 
years we have had only a few of these, including a specimen 
we located in the hands of a non-collector in Upstate New 
York in 1961 (cf. Breen-6), another specimen sold privately 
in the 1960s, the Terrell Collection Sale specimen (Lot 1009) 
sold in May 1973, and the Stanislaw Herstal Collection (Lot 
739- A) coin sold in February 1974. 

Walter Breen traces the whereabouts of just 8 coins, one of 
which is of questionable authenticity and two of which are 
permanently impounded in museums, leaving just 5 known 
genuine ones available to collectors. 

David Akers traces the auction appearances, often 
overlapping, of this issue 13 times. 

It is our estimate that about 7 to 9 are known in 
collectors’ hands or in estates. As such, the coin is rarer than 
many other landmark rarities— including the 1894-S dime, 
1876-CC 20c, and the 1838-0 half dollar, 1884 trade dollar, 
and 1804 silver dollar.

Complicating the situation, especially for 
the beginning collector who has not built a numismatic 
library, is the listing in the ^^Guide Book^’ of many 
Uncirculated issues which either don’t exist at all or which 
are so rare that no pieces have appeared on the market in 
recent mempry.

The Guide Book notes that 
just two specimens with Proof surface are known. This may 
be one of them. This coin, equal to the magnificent Robert 
Marks Collection coin sold by us in 1973, is unsurpassed by 
any other coin which we’ve seen. 

As a further commentary on the subject of “Proof” 
examples of this coin we quote David Akers’ comments, with 
which we agree: 

“A small number of extremely choice specimens exist. 
Some of them are fully prooflike, like the specimen in the 
Smithsonian Institution, and have been sold in the past as 
“Proofs.” However, such “Proofs ” were not struck with the 
same dies as the Proofs of 1848 [without CAL.] but, rather, 
were struck using the circulation dies of 1848. They also lack 
the sharpness in the hair curls under the ear and therefore, in 
my opinion, are not really Proofs at all but rather first strike 
prooflike Uncirculated.” 

We consider the 1848 CAL. quarter eagle to be one of the 
most interesting and historical of all United States coins. In 
addition, it is certainly one of the rarest. 

HISTORY OF THE 1848 CAL. quarter eagle: Only 1,389 
specimens of this famous coin were struck. Made from 
California gold and specifically identified as such on the coin, 
the 1848 CAL. is perhaps the most historically significant of 
all United States territorial-related issues. Certainly no coin 
bearing the imprimatur of the United States Mint has a closer 
or more romantic connection with the famed Gold Rush. 

The fascinating story of the 1848 CAL. quarter eagle was 
the subject of an article by Richard S. Yeoman in the July 
1953 issue of The Numismatist. The author related that

“were it not for the far-seeing awareness of a California 
military governor, a Secretary of War, and a small band of 
subordinates, the first shipment of gold from the California 
discovery to reach the eastern seaboard would not have been 
perpetuated. Nor would it have been possible for the 
numismatic fraternity to possess a few hundred precious 
specimens of the 1848 quarter eagle with CAL. to represent 
the biggest gold boom in United States history.” 

Correspondence concerning the minting of those historic 
pieces is quoted by Mr. Yeoman. Of special significance is the 
letter sent by Secretary of War W.L. Marcy to Dr. R.M. 
Patterson, Director of the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia. The 
letter read in part: “If the metal is found to be pure gold, as I 
doubt not that it will be, I request you to reserve enough of 
it for two medals ordered by Congress and not yet 
completed, and the remainder, with the exception of one or 
two small bars, I wish to have coined and sent with the bars 
to this department. As many may wish to procure specimens 
made with California gold, by exchanging other coin for it, I 
would suggest that it be made into quarter eagles with a 
distinguishing mark on each.” (signed) W.L. Marcy. 

The distinguishing mark was, of course, “CAL.” above the 
eagle on the reverse. This coin was specifically intended as a 
commemorative or special souvenir issue, as the above 
correspondence so vividly relates. In 1848 the quarter eagle 
was the smallest gold denomination, the gold dollar not 
having been introduced until the following year. Thus one of 
America’s most famous gold rarities was created. 

The importance of the 1848 CAL. as a special issue 
specifically created by the Mint to commemorate the very 
first shipment of gold from the famed Gold Rush should not 
be overlooked.

"preached" a lot about sleepers, but not many people took 
notice. Now, prices have zoomed, with our Harold A. 
Blauvelt Collection (February 1977) seeing prices for 
Uncirculated Liberty seated quarters which would make a 
numismatist of 10 years ago rub his eyes in disbelief! 

In the field of rare coin investment we've always advocated 
the "value concept" If you buy a coin which is basically rare 
you have little to worry about, provided you've exercised 
some reasonable care. This collection of quarter eagles has so 
many sleepers in it that they can't be easily counted. 
Consider carefully the scarcity and rarity and you'll realize 
the scope of the opportunity. Remember, think for yourself. 
You're never going to see full page ads in "Coin World" or 
"Numismatic News" advising you that, for example, early 
quarter eagles are "hot." Indeed, most dealers haven t in 
stock a single quarter eagle in any grade dated prior to 1834 
and probably no Uncirculated pieces of any issue before 
1880- so why should they "push" them. Don't he caught up 
by mass psychology. Think for yourself. Our own success in 
the rare coin business has not been the result of copying 
other people's ideas but, rather, it has been due to 
independent study and thinking. There's a good lesson in this 
for you, too!

1854 saw the only $3 gold striking 
from this mint. A paltry 1,120 coins were struck from a 
single pair of dies. Why no more were struck at a later time 
may be attributed to the lack of demand for $3 gold pieces. 
Because of this, 1854-D ranks as one of the key coins in 
United States gold coins. 

Often 1854-D is lightly struck (particularly around the 
rims). However, the coin offered here is fully struck — as well 
struck as a Philadelphia Mint issue! There is also lustre in the 
protected areas around the lettering and devices.

Half Eagles 

The popularity of $5 gold pieces is well known. Many of the 
early issues are available in higher grades (while other gold 
denominations are not). There are also a good many dates and 
mints represented as well as interesting sub-varieties. 

The Fairfield Collection is heaviest in the ^^classics’’ — those 
pre-1834 coins that today are so much in demand. When 
comparing mintages of these early coins, as listed in the 
^^Guide Bookf^ be sure to remember the number outstanding 
for most dates prior to 1834 is at most 3% of the original 
mintage! The reason for this small survival rate is found in the 
pricing structure of gold versus silver during the Jacksonian 
1820s and 1830s. By the early 30s, the gold content of a $5 
gold piece was well over the $5 face value. Subsequently, 
nearly all of the coins struck went directly to the melting pots 
of shrewd businessmen. 

In 1834, the lethargic legislature finally reduced the weight

Some of the ^^classics’’ represented in the $5 gold piece 
section include a lovely 179715 overdate in high grade, another 
1 797 — this having small eagle reverse and 16 stars around Miss 
Liberty. A nice run from 1798 through 1814 culminates in 
several exceedingly rare 1818 to 1834 with motto types.

The high ineidence of cireulated Proofs in the U.S. gold 
coin series attests to the “hard times” citizens of the last 
century had to go through. Proof gold pieces cost 10% to 
20% over face value when purchased from the mint. If the 
collector later was in need of some ready cash, he spent his 
Proof gold piece. The premium on gold Proofs before the 
turn of the century was small enough that it was far 
outweighed by the importance of the face value of the pieces. 
Whenever you find choice Proof gold coins offered, keep this 
in mind. It is an important factor affecting rarity and price. 




1819 1876-CC Another rare Carson City Mint issue. Very Fine 
obverse. Extremely Fine reverse. 

Mintages for Carson City gold pieces often were much 
lower than San Francisco during this era. Although gold was 
mined throughout the region between San Francisco and 
Carson City, facilities at the latter mint were inferior. Also, 
transportation was rigorous and dangerous to Carson City, so 
many bullion owners opted for the more advantageous San 
Francisco Mint.

1825 1879-0 New Orleans had a hiatus of eighteen years from the 
outbreak of the Civil War until the end of Reconstruction, 
when it ceased operation. Finally in 1879, coinage began 
again. The first year back at work saw a major emphasis on 
Morgan dollars. Only small amounts of time were available 
for gold coin production as the mintages for eagles and 
double eagles attest. Only 1,500 eagles were struck. A nice 
Extremely Fine specimen such as the coin offered here 
should attract some attention from desirous collectors.

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How Can Bid SUCCESSFULLY by Mail

Success Can be Yours 

Over the years tens of thousands of 
clients from all over the world have 
successfully purchased rare coins, curren- 
cy, and other items in Bowers and Ruddy 
Galleries auction sales. 

While many of these purchasers have 
attended our auctions in person, most 
have submitted their bids by mail. We 
have also seen many unsuccessful mail 
bidders whose lack of purchases have 
been due to two main reasons: low bids 
and a lack of understanding of the bid- 
ding procedure. 

Success can be yours when you bid 
by mail! In this article I draw upon my 
experience and observations and offer 
suggestions which should improve your 
chances of success when bidding by mail. 
Even if you’ve been a successful bidder in 
the past you may find some of my 
suggestions to be valuable. 

Information in the Catalog 

Nearly all the information necessary 
to successfully purchase coins by mail 
bidding can be found in the front part of 
each of the Bowers and Ruddy Galleries 
auction catalogues as well as on the bid 
sheet itself. I suggest that you read this 
information carefully, paying particular 
attention to theTerms of Sale. Not only is 
there valuable information there, but you 
legally agree to abide by the Terms of 
Sale when you sign your bid sheet. 

Are You a New Client? 

Are you a new client? Well, feel 
right at home! Bowers and Ruddy Gal- 
leries is always pleased to welcome new 
bidders. Most of your questions concern- 
ing bidding procedures should be an- 
swered here. Should you have any addi- 
tional questions our Auction Department 
would be pleased to answer them by 
telephone or mail. If you are in doubt, 
ask. We want you not only to be satisfied, 
we want you to be pleased! 



If you are a first-time bidder please 
send your bid sheet as soon as possible, 
along with a 25% deposit and a list of 
numismatic and credit references. It takes 
us time to specifically check each refer- 
ence, so the earlier you send us your 
bid sheet the more sure we can be of 
entering your bids before the sale date. 

What Lots Should I Bid On? 

This question goes through the mind 
of every bidder. Most of our auction 
catalogs contain items in many different 
numismatic fields. So many items are 
listed that no single bidder can afford to 
buy everything or even close to it. So, the 
problem is: what lots should you bid on 
in order to obtain the best results? 

As a beginning step I recommend 
using a worksheet during your first read- 
ing of the catalog. Jot down lots of 
interest and the approximate amount 
they are worth to you. Be sure to check 
the index to the sale, for often catalogs 
contain many different consignments, 
and items in the same series can appear in 
several different places in the same cata- 
log issue. 

Bid on items which fit in with your 
collecting or investment objectives. Con- 
sult your want list, consider any other 
possibilities and interests which run 
through your mind, and then determine 
which lots are of most significance to 
you. Don’t be whimsical. Bid on items 
which you’ll enjoy owning after you 
receive them. 

How Much Should I Bid? 

No one can tell you how much you 
should bid in order to win a lot. While 
many coins have general value ranges, the 
ultimate value of any coin is determined 
by how much a bidder is willing to pay. 
In general, pricing information for United 
States coins is readily available from 
numerous sources, so we do not provide 
printed estimates in the catalog. However, 
if you have any difficulty in estimating a 
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value and would like our opinion, we 
invite you to telephone or write. Please 
remember that we do not know what 
other people will be bidding until the sale 
takes place, so there is no guarantee that 
our pre-sale estimates will represent the 
actual successful bidding range. Higher or 
lower prices may prevail once the sale 
takes place. 

Pricing information on ancient 
coins, coins of the world, and currency is 
more difficult to obtain, so in many 
instances our Ancient Coin Department 
and our World Coin Department will 
provide printed estimates in the catalog. I 
recommend that you use these guides 
together with your own price studies, 
including prices realized lists from pre- 
vious Bowers and Ruddy Galleries auc- 
tions. These lists are available for a 
nominal price and make the complete 
catalog a truly lasting reference. 

When you have established the a- 
mount you want to bid, enter it on your 
worksheet When you have done this for 
all lots of interest you are now faced with 
the question of which coins you want the 
most and how much totally you can 
afford to spend. If you attend the sale in 
person it is easy to control the total of 
your successful bids. However, by mail it 
is more difficult. So, carefully considering 
your budget and starting with a work- 
sheet can be helpful. 

Do not submit bids for a sum more 
that you can comfortably afford to pay. 
Participating in our auction should be a 
pleasurable experience, and there is no 
sense placing an undue strain on your 
budget. 

I recommend that you bid gener- 
ously on the lots which you strongly 
want to buy, bearing in mind that the 
same catalog you hold in your hands will 
be read by thousands of other potential 
bidders in all parts of the world. If a coin 
is particularly scarce or desirable, if it 
appears on the market infrequently, and 
the last sale record is, say, $500 several 



months ago, chances are fairly good that 
a bid in the S500 to $750 range would be 
successful, and chances are even better 
for a bid higher than that. On the other 
hand, chances that such a coin can be 
obtained for just $300 to $400 are rather 
remote. 

In addition to lots which are of 
strong interest to you, there may be some 
lots in the catalog which you would want 
to own “if the price is right,” if they 
appear to be bargains to you. For these 
lots you may wish to submit lower bids. 
You probably will not achieve a high 
degree of success with such low bids, but 
occasionally a lot will be won in this 
manner. Be prepared, however, to be able 
to pay for whatever lots you bid on— 
whether you are successful on just one lot 
or on several dozen. 

To re-emphasize a point, due to the 
careful descriptions we give to each coin 
and our careful grading, bids substantially 
below the market value generally will be a 
waste of your time and ours. If you want 
to be successful, I recommend reasonable 
and realistic bids. 

When you have completed your 
worksheet, make your final decisions. By 
using the worksheet you can easily add or 
delete lots, increase or decrease amounts, 
and otherwise calculate what you wish to 
purchase without confusing the final bid 
sheet. Remember not to bid more than 
your ability to pay. Auction invoices are 
payable upon receipt of the auction 
invoice and/or the coins, as per our Terms 
of Sale. We are acting as agent for both 
the consignors and the bidders, and 
prompt payment is your legal obligation. 

If you wish to pay your invoice by 
charge card you may do so, but only with 
the understanding that you must pay the 
same percentage that we must pay for 
this service. Please add 2V2% to invoices 
paid by Master charge and 3% when paid 
by Visa. We regret passing this fee along, 
but our profit margin in auction sales is 
too slim to allow the loss. Retail coin 
purchases may be charged without the 
fee. 

The Bid Sheet 

The bid sheet is a very important 
part of our transaction and must be 
treated with the greatest care. Your sig- 
nature on it obligates you to follow the 
Terms of Sale and to honor all bids. Fill it 
out carefully and check it twice for 
accuracy using your worksheet as a guide. 

List your bids in numerical lot order 
on the bid sheet we provide. This bid 
sheet was designed for very specific pur- 
poses, and it makes our job much easier. 
List your bids in vertical columns 



beginning in the upper left corner on the 
front. For best clarity I recommend that 
you use a blue or black pen. Other 
colored pens, pencils, or marking pens are 
difficult to read. Make all entries legibly. 
If we cannot decipher a bid we cannot 
enter it. And, our guessing at whether an 
indistinct figure is a “3” or “5”, for 
example, is apt to lead to mistakes. 

If you have any questions concern- 
ing a particular lot, please contact us at 
the earliest possible date. As the auction 
sale draws near, things get busier and 
busier here. By contacting us early, there 
is plenty of time for exchange of any 
additional information required. 

As auctions are conducted by our 
Auction Department, please do not at- 
tach correspondence concerning direct 
sales, research, or other Bowers and 
Ruddy Galleries business to your bid 
sheet. Please write to us separately about 
such other items. 

Changes on your bid sheet should be 
avoided. However, I realize that some- 
times illness or financial reasons will 
dictate cancellation or change of your 
bids. If this happens, telephone our Auc- 
tion Department immediately. Be sure to 
do this before the sale. I strongly recom- 
mend a telephone call rather than a letter, 
for it is impossible for us to cancel bids or 
change bids if notice of this arrives by 
mail after the sale has taken place. After 
you telephone us, please confirm changes 
by letter. 

If changes are necessary in your 
final bid sheet, do not write over the 
incorrect entry. It is far better to fully 
cross it out and to re-enter it in the right 
manner. Trivial or irrelevant marks on 
your bid sheet may cause us to misread it. 

If you are bidding only on a few 
items enter them on the front o f the 
bid sheet. If you are bidding on many 
items, fill out the front first and then 
continue on the back. If desired, an 
additional sheet of paper can be used as 
well. Please do not put a few bids on the 
front of the bid sheet, leaving many blank 
spaces on the front, and then put 
additional bids on the back— for as careful 
as we try to be here, we may assume that 
as the front spaces are not filled in 
completely there are no additional bids 
elsewhere on the sheet. 

Fill in all information requested on 
the bid sheet, especially your telephone 
number. In this way, if we have a 
question concerning any bid we will 
contact you. If there is a question and we 
are unable to contact you for clarifi- 
cation, the result may be that your bid 
will be cancelled by us— an unfortunate 
thing for both of us. 
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Also, it is important to remember 
that when you bid in our sales do not 
submit bids on identical coins elsewhere 
or buy the same coins elsewhere, for we 
will expect you to honor any bids on 
which you are successful— and unless you 
specifically want to collect duplicates you 
may end up with two specimens of the 
same coin. Auction sales are not approval 
sales. If you are not completely positive 
that you actually want to own the coin, 
do not bid on it. 

If you are purchasing coins from 
several sources and would like to know 
the results of your bids as soon as 
possible, I invite you to telephone our 
office the third business day following 
the sale to determine whether you are 
successful. Usually v^e have all of the 
information compiled by that time. 

On your bid sheet enter only the lot 
number (no other descriptions or adjec- 
tives are necessary), and use the number 
in its entirety. For example, if you wish 
to bid on lots 1205, 1206, and 1207, 
enter the numbers in their entirety. If 
you list the lots as 1205, 6, and 7, then 
we may enter bids for you on lots 6 and 
7. We implore you not to use shortcuts! 

Please submit your bids in even 
dollar amounts such as, for example, 
$120, $122, $127, or whatever. Cents 
and fractional dollar amounts will be 
ignored. For example, such bids as 
$127.35, $127.50, and $127.90 will all 
be entered as $128. 

Be especially careful of transposition 
errors. If you want to bid on lot 1206, be 
sure it is not entered as lot 1602, for 
example. 

Before you mail your bid sheet 
make a copy of it for your own records. 
If here at Bowers and Ruddy Galleries we 
enter one of your bids incorrectly you are 
not obligated by our mistake. However, if 
the error is yours and you bid on the 
wrong lot, bid the wrong amount, or 
otherwise make an error, then you are 
obligated to accept the consequences of 
the error. So, please do your best to be 
careful. 

Optional 10% or 20% Increase 

We offer a special service to bidders 
who wish to increase their bids in order 
to purchase a lot at a small advance over 
the original bid. Simply check the 10% or 
20% space at the bottom of the bid sheet. 
These increases are especially useful if 
you are really determined to win the lot. 
While there is no guarantee that the 10% 
or 20% increase will insure success, it has 
been our experience that often this will 
make the winning difference. Remember, 
we purchase the lots for you below your 



high bid if the competition permits. An 
explanation of this is given in the 
“Instructions for Mail Bidders” section in 
the front of the auction catalog. 



do our best with special instruction bids, 
we cannot be responsible if we inad- 
vertently miss a bid on a lot, due to the 
pressure of the sale. 



Special Instructions: One Lot Only 

Our catalogs are usually arranged so 
that each session contains a variety of 
items. As noted earlier, pieces within a 
given specialty may appear in several 
places in the catalog. Suppose, for exam- 
ple, that you wish to purchase only one 
Choice Brilliant Uncirculated 1918 quar- 
ter dollar, and the sale contains four 
specimens, lots 901, 902, 1212, and 

1457. If you make a notation on your bid 
sheet we will be pleased to execute 
special instruction bids at no extra charge 
to you. As these will be handled separate- 
ly from your other bids, please pair or 
group the bids and notate them as per the 
accompanying illustration.

Another example of a special in- 
struction bid might be that you want 
either lot 850, a 1932-S quarter, or lot 
1352, a 1938-D half dollar, but you don’t 
want both coins. In this instance, follow 
the following example: 



Special Instructions: 
Maximum Expenditure Bids 

Never bid beyond your ability to 
pay. You have a legal obligation to pay 
for every lot for which you are the 
successful bidder, as per our Terms of 
Sale. If you have a limited budget of, for 
example, $2000 and you wish to maxi- 
mize your chances of spending as much 
of this amount as possible, you can bid 
more than this amount by placing a 
“Maximum Expenditure Bid.” You can 
then submit bids up to four times the 
amount of your maximum authorized 
expenditure. Your bid sheet will be 
executed from the floor by one of our 
representatives who will keep a running 
total of the amount spent. As soon as the 
$2000 is reached, further bids will be 
cancelled. 



SIGNATURE (Bid sheet MUST be Signed) 
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As your special instruction bids will 
have to be executed from the auction 
floor by one of our staff members, they 
are subject to the auction rule that the 
first bid recognized by the auctioneer at 
the winning amount wins. In case of tie 
bids between the floor and the mail bid 
book, the mail bid takes precedence; 
however, this preference cannot be 
accorded your bid when executed from 
the floor. Please list your special instruc- 
tion bids in consecutive order. 

Do not make your special instruc- 
tion bids unduly complicated or there 
may be further problems. While we will 



Normally we accept Maximum Ex- 
penditure Bids only from clients who 
wish to spend $1000 or more totally, due 
to the bookkeeping involved. To bid in 
this manner, write on the very top line of 
the bid sheet, for example: “Maximum 
Expenditure: $2,000,” or whatever your 
spending limit is. 

Very important note: We cannot 
mix “One Lot Only” and “Maximum 
Expenditure Bids” due to the complex 
mathematics involved and the pressure of 
the sale itself. 

The Maximum Expenditure Bid po- 
licy will allow you to bid more liberally 
on all lots which you are interested in, 
since you don’t have to worry about 
being successful on more than you can 
afford. You may spend less than your 
limit, but you will never spend more. We 
will do our best to follow your instruc- 
tions strictly. Let us suppose, for exam- 
ple, that your limit is $10,000 and that at 
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a given point in the sale we have spent 
$9500 for your account. Your bid will 
not be executed beyond the remaining 
$500. If the next lot which is of interest 
to you comes up at $625 we cannot bid 
on it for you, for this exceeds your limit. 



Inspection of Lots 

All lots being sold are available for 
inspection before the auction. Times and 
location for in-person examination are 
printed in the catalog. Mail inspection of 
lots is available to clients who have 
established sufficient credit and who 
agree to adhere to our rules. In order to 
view lots by mail the following proce- 
dures must be observed: 

1. This service is available to esta- 
blished clients only; clients who have 
made appropriate auction purchases in 
the past. The amount of value sent for 
inspection must be in line with your 
previous credit record. 

2. If credit references or past experi- 
ence are not satisfactory to us, we may at 
our option, decline sending the coins or 
alternatively make arrangements to sub- 
mit them to your bank. 

3. As multiple requests may be 
made for the same coin, it is sometimes 
possible that certain coins cannot be sent 
for mail inspection as they are not availa- 
ble for that purpose or could not be 
returned in time to permit examination 
by in-person bidders. Due to time limita- 
tions, lots will only be mailed for pre-sale 
examination within the continental Uni- 
ted States. 

4. Lots must be returned within 24 
hours of receipt together with your check 
for round-trip postage and insurance 
costs. Lots must be returned to us insured 
for the amount we specify. 

5. Lots may not be removed from 
protective envelopes or display holders. 

The Auction 

The most commonly asked question 
about our auction procedure is the execu- 
tion of mail bids. I construct a hypotheti- 
cal lot 1798 for which we have received 



the following mail bids:

In this case, we would act as agent 
for Bidder 1578, the highest mail bidder. 
As agent, we try to purchase the lots as 



cheaply as possible against the floor 
competition. The lot would probably 
open at $190 or $195, about 5% to 10%, 
at the auctioneer’s discretion, above the 
next highest mail bid, which in this 
instance is the second high mail bid of 
$180. We would then represent Bidder 
No. 1578 against floor competition up to 
the limit of $250 (unless the 10% or 20% 
increase had been checked). If there were 
no floor bids at all, the lot would sell for 
$190, a savings to Bidder No. 1578 of 
$60 from his maximum authorization! 
Many of our clients have learned to 
depend on this service and to bid quite 
liberally, purchasing many coins and sav- 
ing much money. Of course, the closer 
your bid is to the current market value, 
the less the chance is of saving money. 
Most savings are when very liberal bids 
are submitted but competition does not 
make it necessary for us to use them to 
the maximum. 

If Bidder No. 1578 had submitted a 
$170 bid he would have been unsuccess- 
ful. As the two highest bids then would 
have been tied at $180, the bidding 
would have opened at that figure. If there 
had been no further competition, the lot 
would have been awarded to Bidder No. 
379, the first mail bid received for that 
figure. 



Conclusions and Summary 

In our auctions Bowers and Ruddy 
Galleries acts as agent for both the 
consignor and the bidder. We do our best 
to meet this dual obligation in the fairest 
way possible. We want the consignor to 
be pleased with the accurate descriptions 
of his coins and we want the bidder to 
be pleased with the coins he receives. 

The procedures described here in- 
sure you that as a mail bidder you will 
pay only as much for a lot as you would 
if you were attending the sale in person. 
At the same time they still guarantee the 
consignor the maximum return on his 
coins within the limits of bidding compe- 
tition. 

In summary, I recommend reading 
the catalog carefully, searching through- 
out the descriptions for lots of special 
interest. Then use a worksheet to formu- 
late your bids. When filling out the bid 
sheet do it clearly so that each bid is 
precise and clear. Don’t bid more than 
you can afford to pay. I invite you to 
take advantage of our special bidding 
instructions: our One Lot Only service 
and our Maximum Expenditure Bid 
service (but not both at the same time) 
by making appropriate notations on your 
bid sheet as per the examples given here. 



If you have any problems or ques- 
tions or if our Auction Department can 
help in any other way please contact us as 
soon as possible.
